Maryland, by a majority of 10,000 or over ; 

Ohio, by „ wiku, 30.000 : 

Indiana, by a majority of 30,000. 

From Illinois, Michigan and the other western Atlan- 
e States there are only scattering returns, but there 
1 small reason to doubt that they all, with the excep- 
on of Kentucky, and possibly Missouri, have also 
gone for Lincoln. From the Pacific States there are no 
returns, but it is not doubted that they also have gone 
for Lincoln. 

At this moment the only States sure for McClellan are 
Kentucky, New Jersey and Delaware. 

MEMBERS OF CONGRESS. 

Enough Union members of Congress have been 
elected to secure a two-thirds vote for the Constitu¬ 
tional Amendment forever prohibiting slavery! We 
hope now that the sincere War Democrats in the pre¬ 
sent Congress, in view of the results of this election, 
will aid in passing that Amendment before the 4th of 
March next.

IN SMOOTH WATERS. 

The national crisis is past. The painful tension 
of the public mind during an absorbing Presidential 
canvass has suddenly been relaxed, and everything 
resumes its wonted course amid a general sense of 
relief. Abraham Lincoln has been reelected by a 
mOst decisive majority, which must be welcomed even 
by his opponents as a proof of the stability of 
government, and a guaranty of future order upon 
which the aflairs of life may be safely regulated. 
We believe that the people never approached 
tion with suoh an accurate perception of its impor¬ 
tance, with such an earnest and religious determina¬ 
tion to do their duty, and with a calmness so dispro¬ 
portionate to the magnitude of the stake hind the 
simplicity of party lines. That the popular suflrage 
was everywhere characterized by unprecedented 
sobriety and good behavior, was certainly due in 
large measure to the precautions of government to 
frustrate a coup d’ elal, of which there were many 
unquestionable indications; but the moral sense of 
the community served as a not despieable police in 
overawing conspiracy and the grosser exhibitions of] 
brute violence. 

The victory of the eighth of November has a sig¬ 
nificance which he who runs may read. Negatively 
it means that, in the judgment of the people, there 
have not been “ four years of failure to restore the 
Union by the experiment of war ’’; that the Constitu¬ 
tion has not been “ disregarded in every part, and 
public liberty and private right alike trodden down, 
and the material prosperity of the country essentially 
impaired ” ; that no “ immediate efforts ” are to be 
made “ for a cessation of hostilities ”; and that there 
has been no “Administrative usurpation of extraordi¬ 
nary and dangerous powers not granted by the Con¬ 
stitution.’’ Positively it means that the rebellion is 
to be suppressed by the government with the cordial 
cooperation of the people; that the only terms of 
peace to be offered to rebels will be “ based upon an 
unconditional surrender of their hostility and a re¬ 
turn to their just allegiance to the Constitution and 
laws of the United States”; that “justice and the na¬ 
tional safety demand the utter and complete extirpa¬ 
tion of slavery from the soil of the Republic ”; that the 
Constitution must he amended so as to “ terminate and 
forever prohibit the existence of slavery within the 
limits of the jurisdiction of the United States ”; that 
the people " approve and endorse, as demanded by 
the emergency and essential to the preservation of| 
the nation, and as within the Constitution, the meas¬ 
ures and acts which the President has adopted to 
defend the nation against its open and secret foes; 
and approve especially the proclamation of Emanci¬ 
pation, and the employment as Union soldiers of men 
heretofore held in slavery"; and that “the govern¬ 
ment owes to all men employed in its armies, without 
distinction of color, the full protection of the laws of 
war.” In a word, the vote of Tuesday means the 
acceptance by the people of the Baltimore, and the 
rejection of the Chicago, platform. It means a 
national poliey which recognizes in Liberty the only 
basis of Union and Peace. 

The rebellion has played its last oard and has 
lamentably failed to win. The coming four years 
contain no cheer for it, even if the Administration 
were to he no more vigorous than it has been hither¬ 
to. But if so much has been done in the green wood 
towards reconquering the seceded territory, what 
will not be accomplished in the dry—with the whole 
Tation committed to a relentless prosecution of the 
war on the highest plane of action which it has ever 
reached, with the President himself an avowed and 
volunteer leader against the citadel of corruption and 
treason ? Despotism, it is settled, cannot be tolerated, 
and lacks the power to supplant democracy on this con- 


In compliance with a request signed by Gov. Gilmore 
and other eminent citizens of Concord, N. H., the Hon. 
George Thompson visited that place on the 2d inst., to ex. 
change congratulations with the people upon the migh¬ 
ty change wrought in public opinion there, in respect to 
slavery, since 1835, when he was compelled to leave his 
lodgiDgs and fly to the woods to save himself from the 
fury of a pro-slavery mob. The Concord Daily Monitor 
of the 31 says : 

“The largest audience ever gathered .within the 
walls of any building in this city assembled last even¬ 
ing at Eagle Hall, to do honor to George Thompson, 
and to manifest by their presence and interest the 
marked change which has taken placp in the popular 
sentiment of America on the question of human rights, 
and in favor of justice and liberty. At an early hour 
all the seats were taken, and all the available standing 
room occupied. At 7J o’clock, Mr. Thompson, accom¬ 
panied by Mayor Gale", B. F. Prescott and Col. Wm. E- 
Chandler, was escorted from the Eagle Hotel to the 
Hall by a company of the Reserve Corps and the Bri¬ 
gade Band. Mr. Prescott, in a brief and complimentary 
manner', introduced Mr. Thompson to the audience, who 
greeted him heartily.” 

Mr. Thompson spoke upwards of two hours, and at 
the close was greeted with prolonged cheers. The 
Monitor furnishes only a very meagre sketch of the 
address, much of which, it seems, was devoted to the 
issues of the Presidential contest. The Monitor says : 

“Owing to a misunderstanding, Gen. Hinks was not 
present, but shortly after 10 o’clock an extra train 
arrived from Manchester, bringing Vice-President 
Hamlin, who was escorted to the Hail by the Reserve 
Corps and Band. He made a characteristic speech of 
nearly an hour, ol which our limits will not permi 
to give an abstract to day. Suffice it to say that it 
patriotic and telling, aud elicited hearty responses 
from the audience that patiently waited until the close 
of the meeting. At the conclusion of the speech, cheer 
upon cheer was given for Mr. Hamlin, Mr. Thompson, 
as the representative of English democracy, our boys 
in blue, aud Lincoln and Johnson.” 


TRIBUTE TO JOHN D. READ. 


the Editor of The National . 

In the letter of your Washington correspondent, 
under date of Oct. 23J, is an extract from a paper of 
that city, giving an account of the murder of John D. 
Read, of Fall’s Church, Va., by a band of guerillas. 
As there was somewhat in his life worthy the interest 
of the anti slavery reader, and this was also the un¬ 
doubted cause of his death, I offer this record of the 
few facts derived from a brief acquaintance.

some cavalry dashed up to the door, in quest of the 
dreaded guerilla, who had been seen watching the 
house as the people assembled. In a letter written a 
few weeks ago he states that the school was 
tinued and some of the pupils had learned to write 
tolerably. In addition to this his daughter walked 
every day several miles, and taught from house 
house, as it was not thought safe to collect a day- 
school. 

During the heat of Summer she had to relinquish this 
undertaking, but the entreaties of the colored people 
and the apparent absence of danger decided the father 
to permit and aid his daughter to establish a school 
under the auspices of one of the Freedmen’s Ai 
Societies, and at the time of his death the school ws 
about to be opened.

Here, then, it becomes important to know and 
comprehend the true character of the rebel- 
and especially its animating impulse, 
soul. Its diagnosis has, from the beginning, been 
essential to the right conduct of the war , and if> 
at any time, the war has seemed to fail, or foreign 
powers have seemed to lower, it is because onr govern-, 
has not recognized the true character of the re¬ 
bellion. “ Give me to see,” is the exclamation of every 
patriot, that our blows may not fail. It was obvious 
at once, to all familiar with history, that this rebellion 
stood out in bad eminence, unlike any other of which 
have authentic record on earth ; that it v 
dynastic struggle, as in the adventurous expeditions of 
the British Pretender; that it was not a religious 
struggle, as in the French wars of the League ; that it 
was not a struggle against a conqueror, as ii 
peated outbreaks of Ireland ; that it was not a struggle 
for freedom, like that of Switzerland against Austria, 
of Holland against Spain, of our fathers against Eng¬ 
land, of the Spanish American States against Spain, and 
of Greece against Turkey ; but that it had in it none of 
these elements, whether dynasty, religion or freedom, 
for it was simply a struggle for,slavery ; and 
pletely had slavery entered into and possessed it, that 
the rebellion was changed to itself. If you would find 
a parallel to this transcendent wickedness, you must 
pass “ the flaming bounds of space aud time ” and look 
that earliest rebellion, when Satan Btrove against 
the Almighty Throne, to establish the supremacy of 
is now this insensate rebellion strives to esta" 
blish Jhe supremacy of slavery. It is because parti¬ 
sans have failed to see the true character of the rebel¬ 
lion, or been unwilling to recognize it, that they have 
not felt how absurd it was to say that the war on our 
part has been changed, when nothing has been done but 
to recognize the identity between slavery and the 
hellion. There has been no change. It is still a wa 
put down the rebellion ; but we are in earnest,and are 
determined that the rebellion shall not save itself by 
skulking under the alias of slavery. Call it .rebellion 
or call it slavery, it is one and the same. 

TWO ELEMENTAL FORGES, SLAVERY AND LIBERTY, FACE 

A glance, only, at the immediate origin of this war is 
enough for the present occasion. But, in order to dis¬ 
pel all darkness and to determine our duty, let me take 
you for a few moments back to the distant origin of the 
two elemental forces, which are now in deadly conflict 
Looking at the question abstractly, these two elemen¬ 
tal forces are nothing hut slavery and liberty. It is 
almost superfluous to add that these are natural 
enemies, and cannot exist together. Where slavery is 
there -liberty cannot be ; and where liberty is there 
slavery cannot be. To uphold slavery, there must be 
uncompromising denial of liberty ; to uphold liberty 
there must he an uncompromising denial of slavery. 
Each in self-defence must stifle the other. Therefore 
between the two there is constant hostility and undying 
hate. This eternal warfare is not peculiar to ourcoun- 
It belongs to the nature of universal man. If it 
;o show itself anywhere, it is because slavery has 
ts most detestable triumph, and blotted out the 
Heaven-horn sentiment of freedom. Circumstances 
among us, going back to our earliest history, have given 
unprecedented activity to these two incompatible prin¬ 
ciples, and have at last brought them into bloody battlei 
face to face. But it is only a part of the universal con¬ 
flict whieh must endure so long as a single slave shall 
chain. Slavery itself is a state of war, ready to 
burst forth in blopd whenever the slave reclaims that 
liberty which is his right, or whenever mankind refuses 
to sanction its inhuman pretensions. . 

THE SLAVE-SHIP, AND TEE MAY FLOWER IN 1620. 

Go back to the earliest days of colonial history, and 
you will-find the conflict already preparing. It was in. 
1620, that nineteen slaves were landed at Jamestown in, 
Virginia—the first that ever pressed the soil of our 
country. In that same year the pilgrims landed at 
Plymouth. Those two cargoes contained the hostile 
germs, which have ripened in our time. They fitly 
symbolize our gigantic strife. On the one side is the 
slave-ship, and on the other is the May-Flower. Early 
events derive importance as we learn to recognize their 
undoubted consequences, and these two.ships may be 
regarded hereafter with additional interest when it is 
seen that in them were the beginnings of the present 
way. . 

Perhaps in all the romantic legends of the spa, there 
is nothing more striking than the contrast presented by 
these two vessels. Each had ventured forth upoa an 
untried and perilous ocean to find an unknown and dis¬ 
tant coast. In this they were alike ; but in all else 
how unlike! One was freighted with human beings 
forcibly torn from their own country, and hurried 
away iu chains to he sold as slaves. The other was 
filled with good men, who had voluntarily turned their 
backs upon their own country, to seek other homes, 
where at least they might be free. One was heavy 
with curses and with sorrow. The other resounded 
with hymns of praise, and with joyous congratulations. 
And thus, at the same time, beneath the same sun, over 
the same waves, they found their way. It requires no 
effort of imagination to see on board one of these ships 
Slavery, and on board of the other Liberty, traversing! 
the ocean to continue here on this broad continent their 
immitigable war. 

There is no record of what passed in the cabin of the 
Slave-sblp, before the landing of the slaves. The wail 
of slavery, the clank of chains, and the voice of the 
master counting the price of his cargo, there must have 
been. But the cabin of the May-Fiower witnessed 
another scene, of which there is an authentic record, 
as the whole company, by solemn compact, deliberately 
constituted thetaseives a body politic, and set the grand 
example of a Christian Commonwealth, thus indicating 
the character which had been claimed for them, as 
“ knit together in a strict and sacred bond by virtue of 
which they held themselves bound to take care of the 
good of each other and of the whole.” And so these 
two voyages closed. 

INFLUENCE of THE TWO SHIPS. 

Look at the early social life of the two warring sec¬ 
tions, and you will see the influence of these two^ships. 
Virginia continued to be supplied with slaves, so that 
slavery became a part of herself. On the other hand 
New England always set her face against slavery. To 
her great honor, in an age when slavery was less con¬

The whole pretension is a preposterous absurdity by 
which the country has been already too muchdeeeirtd 
It is not creditable to the general intelligence that suet 
a folly should be allowed to play such a part. Unqo* 
tionably there were settlers in Virginia, as there were 
also in New England, connected with aristocratic funi. 
lies. But they were so few in each colony as not to 
modify essentially the prevailing population, which 
took its character from the mass rather than fromuj 
individual. The origin of Virginia is so well authenti¬ 
cated as to leave little doubt with regard to the ciuj- 
acter of its population, unless you reject all the cos- 
current testimony of contemporaries and all the coo- 
current admissions of historians. Perhaps there it 
nothing in our early history with regard to which the 
authorities are so various and bo clear. From their 
very abundance it is difficult to choose. 

TRUE CHARACTER OF SETTLERS OF VIRGINIA. 

I begin with the early patron of Virginia, Lord Dela¬ 
ware, who, after visiting the colony, described the peo¬ 
ple there in a letter dated at Jamestown, July 7,161#, 
as “men of distempered bodies and infected miudi. 
whom no examples daily before tneir eyes, either of 
goodness or punishment, can deter from their habltml 
impieties or terrify from a shameful death.” [Sra- 
chey's History. Preface, p. 32 ] Language cannot to 
stronger. 

But the colony, which began with bad men, wu 
increased by worse. In 1619, King Janies wrote to the 
Virginia Company, commanding them “ to send a hun¬ 
dred dissolute persons to Virginia, whom the knigb: 
marshal Shall deliver.” [Strachey’s History of Virginia 
Vol. 1, p. 168 ] Thus by royal command was this colon; 
made a Botany Bay. 

The company, not content with the “ hundred ditso 
lqte persons ” supplied by the king’s order, entreatel 
nore, until Oapt. John Smith, the hero of Virpiii 
moved to expreES his disgust. He testifies to its 
evil when he wrote in 1622 : “ Since I came from tbeuc^ 
the honorable company have been humble suitors to 
majesty to get vagabond and condemned men to go thilhst' 
nay, so much scorned was the name of Virginia,* 1 '^ 
did choose to be hanged ere they would go UMer, 
were.” [ Smith’s New England Trials, 1622.] TM * 
bad enough.
